A blower is safe only with 
skillful stoking and with watchful-

When small sizes are used, stoke 
ing should be by what is called the 
“hot spot’! method. The first step 
in stoking is to rake the glowing 


top at the level of the firing door. 
This leaves @ cavity at the back, 
which ig filled with new coal Gas 
that is produced is then ignited by 
the “hot spot.’ 

While there is economy in buying 
coal of small size, there may not 
be economy in using it. Unless a 
furnace is adapted to it, much of 
the small coal will drop through 
the grates unburned. Besides that, 
much more attention is required in 
maintaining a good fire.

Aid Given 1,062,000 Persons 
Through Set-Up 
By Agency 


The elasticity and scope of Red 
Cross disaster work is shown in @ 
recent report on Red Cross relief 
Measures during the unparalleled 
Ohio-Miasissipp! Valley flood of this 
year. 

At the height of the emergency 
Red Cross relief offices were estab 
lished in 182 inundated counties and 
in 148 counties where refugees were 
eared for, the report stated. Eight 
regional headquarters offices con- 
trolled the 828 county offices, and 
were in turn supervised by the Na- 
tional Red Cross in Washington, 
D.C, 

A statistical summary of persons 
aided by the organization indicates 
that the floods constituted the great- 
est peace-time emergency ever faced 
by the nation. The Red Cross gave 
some form of assistance to 1,062,000 
men, women and children. From 
January to August hundreds of 
trained workers helped by thou- 
sands of volunteers administered to 
the sufferers. 

A Red Cross rescue fleet of 5400 
boats was organized, according to 
tho report. Emergency hospitals es- 
tablished totaled 300 and 3600 nurses 
were assigned to flood duty. In more 
than 1,000 refugee centers the vic- 
tims of the flood were sheltered, 
clothed and fed. Through the Red 
Cross medical-health program and 
the work of public health agencies 
sickness was kept to normal for the 
time of year in all inundated areas. 

Because of its disaster experience 
the Red Cross was directed by the 
President of the United States, who 
ig also president of the Red Cross, 
to coordinate the effort of all federal 
flood relief groups. Government and 
Red Cross officials met daily at the 
Red Cross headquarters building jn 
Washington to plan relief measures 
and prevent duplication of effort.

Condensation is a very usual rea- 
_gson for the peeling of calcimine and 
; paint on ceilings. It is particularly 
likely on upstairs ceilings under an 
unheated attic. The ceilings are 
‘cold, moisture in the air condenses 
against. them, and_peeling follows. 
| This moisture may come trom kitch- 
en and laundry work, from steam 
from -hot baths and showers, from 
over-use of a humidifier and other 
causes, ag 

The pattern of lath, so often seen 
on upstairs ceilings, is one effect 
of condensation. Moisture, picked up 
by the plaster, dries off quickly in 
the spaces between laths, but much 
less quickly in the plaster over @ 
lath; dust collects and is held by 
the dampness, and the pattern of 
the lathing becomes evident.

“Then the 
X-ray, its magic eye penetrating 
into the interior of the chest, de- 
termines the seriousness of the: 
infection. It is the X-ray which 
picks out those whose disease 
needs immediate attention—those 
people,” he declared, ‘whose 
lives are threatened unless they 
are hospitalized and their dis- 
ease arrested. Tuberculosis clinics 
of the Michigan Tuberculosis As- 
sociation contribute to that end. 
“Tuberculasis comes from tub- 
erculosis,” Mr. Werle emphasiz- 
ed. “Every tuberculous person 
spreads the disease to people 
with whom he is closely associat- 
led. The contacts, in turn, are
